Northwestern Road to Issue Two 
Kinds of Freight Receipts. 
Beginning with the first of J anuary 
tbe Chicago & Northwestern railway 
will change its system of freight re­ 
ceipts. 
Hereafter the road will issue 
two kinds of receipts; one on straight 
shipments to consignees on 
which 
the shipper does not wish to use a 
negotiable bill which will be stamped 
“ Not negotiable 
or transferable.” 
When 
a 
shipper 
wishes

gotiable receipt it will be given, and 
the freight will be delivered to the 
consignee only on the surrender of the 
negotiable receipt which was issued at 
the sending point. 
The object of this 
negotiable receipt is to protect both 
the shipper 
and

road.

negotiable receipt wilt be sent to a 
bank and the bank 
will hold it until 
the consignee com#s in and pays tbe 
amount of the bill.

be delivered to the consignee only on j 
the surrender of this negotiable re­ 
ceipt, which the bank holds, to the 
proper freight representative of the 
railway.

Perhaps It is indica­ 
tive o f the manner in which we are 
disco ntinuing the use o f o ur uo ses that 
there is uo o ne wo rd iu the English 
language (such as “blindness” o r “deaf­ 
ness”) signifying the co mplete absence 
o f the perceptio n o f smell, altho ugh the 
co nditio n undo ubtedly ex ists and is in­ 
deed no t unco mmo n as a sequela o f 
so me diseases. 
It Is true that we may claim a su­ 
perio rity to the brute creatio n in the 
range o f o ur susceptibility to vario us 
o do rs, fo r the carnivo ra seem to be 
quite insensible to the scent o f plants 
and flo wers, while the herbivo ra pay 
little attentio n to animal o do rs ex cept 
fo r the purpo se o f detecting the ap­ 
pro ach o f enemies. 
But we are cer­ 
tainly inferio r to them in acuteness, at 
all events we o f the civilized races, al­ 
tho ugh there seems to be no reaso n 
why this sense sho uld no t be cultivat­ 
ed and its efficiency re-enfo rced by de­ 
liberate training. 
This view Is sup­ 
po rted by the fact that men bo rn deaf 
and dumb and blind have been kno wn 
to develo p their latent po wers o f smell 
to a pitch o f perfectio n quite unintel­ 
ligible to o rdinary mo rtals. 
We use 
spectacles to assist the eyesight, ear 
trumpets and artificial ear drums to 
co rrect 
deafness: 
why 
sho uld 
no t 
science supply us with so me handy in­ 
strument that wo uld stimulate the o l­ 
facto ry fibers o r magnify the po tency 
o f effluvia? There are many ways in 
which such an additio n to o ur physical 
(and mental) equipment might be use 
ful, fo r the no se has the o ne cardinal 
advantage o ver the eyes in that it is 
quite independent o f light. 
After all. 
even the range o f visio n may be o utdis­ 
tanced by that o f smell, if it be true, 
fo r instance, that the Spice islands o f 
the Indian archipelago are to be distin­ 
guished far o ut at sea lo ng befo re they 
have been sighted fro m the lo o ko ut.

GAME BI RD COOKERY. 


I U M t D ock W ith T rim m 1» **—P r ai­ 
r ie C h ic k e n —D e lic io u s S alm i. 
When about to roast 
a duck, see to 
the fire first. A hot oven is the first es­ 
sential. The old 
axiom, 
“Dress y our 
duck and 
allow a slow cook to walk 
through a hot kitchen with it,” gives 
the idea it is intended to do—that a 
duck well done is a duck spoiled. If 
the oven 
is very hot, twenty-five min­ 
utes will roast the duck an even 
brown; hut, if your palate dictates, 
an­ 
other ten minutes’ roasting will do no 
harm. 
The duck requires no 
dressing. 
A 
slice of lemon and 
a spray of parsley 
may he put into the body before it is 
placed in the oven. Some cooks rub 
the duck inside and out with a clove 
of cut garlic. Others place a spoonful 
of uncooked cranberries in the body of 
the bird. The berries will burst and 
give a delicious flavor to the meat. 
D ust the duck with a teaspoonful of 
salt and half a, teaspoonful of pepper 
before placing it in the oven. Baste 
twice with a little stock or butter and 
hot w ater while It is cooking. With a 
canvusbaek serve a celery salad or 
celery mixed with sliced oranges and 
dressed with a French dressing. 
Prairie chickens make good eating. 
If y oung and tender, roast them like 
ducks, but If old braise them. 
Pluck 
and draw and lard with thin strips of 
fat bacon. 
Brown them nicely ia a 
pan and dredge with two tahlespoon- 
fuls of flour. Add to every throe birds 
a pint of hot water, a small onion, 
chopped fine; a carrot, cut small; two 
outer stalks of celery , a teaspoonful of 
salt and a small hit of red pepper pod. 
Cover closely and let simmer one hour 
and a half to two hours. 
Remove the 
birds on to a hot dish, strain the gravy , 
add six pitted olives, give one boil and 
serve. 
Pass a tart jelly and hominy 
or rice croquettes w ith the birds. 
For salmi of game use the breast and 
other nice pieces of roasted birds, cut 
in neat slices. 
Place the bones and 
other trimmings in a saucepan with 
sufficient water to cover. 
To ft pint 
of w ater add half a clove of garlic, 
half a bay leaf, a spray of parsley , a 
teaspoonful of celery salt add a dash of 
cay enne. 
Let simmer half an hour, 
strain, add a few mushrooms or a 
chopped olive and a tablespoonful of 
butter rubbed with a tablespoonful of 
flour. 
When hot lay in the pieces of 
game and as soon as the sauce comes 
to a boil serve at once.—Boston Cook­ 
ing School Magazine.

THE MINIATURE. 


H o w th e T erm C am e to Mean a V ery 
S m all P o r tr ait. 
Miniature painting originated in the 
practice of illuminating 
manuscript 
books, when small pictures were Intro­ 
duced with the Initial letters or upon 
the borders. These initial letters were 
usually painted in red, Latin minium; 
hence these small pictures were termed 
miuiatura. 
After the invention of printing and 
engraving this art entered upon a new 
phase. Copies in suiail of celebrated 
pictures were made, and th<* demand 
was particularly great for portraits, 
and 
ho the term m iniature came to 
mean a very small portrait One of the 
most famous miniature painters was 
Holbein, and Samuel Cooper, a Lon­ 
doner, was also an expert. Milton sat 
to him, and it is said that Louis XIV. 
offered £ 150 for his picture of Oliver 
Cromwell. 
Photography checked m iniature paint­ 
ing for a time, hut of late there has 
been a notable revival of the art. In i 
olden time miniatures were often paint­ 
ed on vellum or on copper or silver 
plates. Now ivory Is the medium com­ 
monly employ ed.

For cream of celery soup use one 
head of celery , one pint of water, one 
pint 
of milk, one tablespoouful of 
chopped onion, one tablespoonful or 
butter, one tabiespoonfui of flour, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, one-half salt- 
spoonful of pepper. 
Wash and scrape 
the celery and cut into one-half inch 
pieces. Cook in one pint of salted wa­ 
ter until very soft. 
Mash in the wa- 
ter iti 
which it has been cooked. 
Place the milk and onion in a double 
boiler, cook ten minutes and add to 
the celery . 
Rub all through a strainer 
and return to the fire. 
Melt the butter 
in a saucepan, add the flour and stir 
until smooth, hut not brown. 
To this 
add gradually the celery mixture and 
cook five minutes. 
Then add the sea 
soning and strain through a sieve,
